English and European Nevra. 

By the arrival of the I'acifio our files of 
European papers have hoeii brought up to 
the 29lli of Juno, being three weeks later 
than our last report. Tho question of sup- 
ply of cotton continued to be a subject of 
seriona aUsntion., It appear.s by slatisties 
publiabed :ibat Ihe quantity of the raw- 
material, on band .was gradually diuiliiishing. 
Tb'e'eitimRt'ed eoDtumption of Europe iii'said 
to be 45,000 bales pet month. The dift'urence 
in Liverpool alone, ^betwcen the number of 
bales on hand on Apiil -itli and June lliih of 
this year, |amounted to 166,830 bales. The 
neceasity of encouraging the growth of col- 
on in India waj urged upon the (iovcru- 
inent in th« House of Commons on the 10th 
•Tune. But tho Time.^ thinks the merchants 
have only themselves to blame in the mat- 
ter, as they have been too anxious to make 
money fast, and have lierefofore taken no 
trouble to secure a supply of their source of 
wealth. It also deprecates government in- 

, ,terference as, savoring of protection, and con- 
trarji^ to.squ.nd commercial principles. Mean- 
while'greai'diatress continuea-..;tp,pre.V4il in 
the' manufacturing districts from want of 
employment. Committees liave been organ- 

.^izedMo' solioifc subscriptions for alleyia,iing 
the auflbrings of the working classes, and 
hava succeeded to a considerable extelit in 

. eft'ecling their object ; but the source of. the 

-evil must be attended to before any per- 
manent relief can be expected. 

American affairs arc rather i)uzz!ing to the 
})eople at home. The opinions furmed in one 
week are (piite likely to bo modiiicd or changed 
the next. Prophets are at a discount, from 
their uncertainty. The lact of the news being 
received nearly altogether through ono chan- 
nel, prevents peo[)le Irom jjropcrly exercising 
their judifment by consideriiip; both sides of 
the (piestion. The 'Jitiw^, of .func 28, shows 
plainly that there is a lendeney there to sus- 
pend forming a delliiiie opinion of-the fitturc 
.niovemQDts of the war. .Speaking of. tlie news 
up to that date, it says : " No news that can 
arrlre front America at tlio .present time is 
likely to haTe much cffuct on public opinion. 
The general tenor of tho war wlir in nil prob- 
ability renmin tho same for some weeks to 
come. Everywhere there is tho same story, 
that the Federals, tliuugli on the whole suc- 
cessful and gaining positious which arc not re- 
covered by the enemy, yet, lind their militai'y 
means insulTicient lor the gieat enterprise on 
which they have einbark-cd — the con(|ue.st of 
the .Southern .States;'' and contends that " all 
decisive advantage mu,st be i)ostponed for re- 
inforcements." Reviewing the position ol the 
contending armies, it concludes by saying that 
" directly opposite opiidons may be formed of 
tho prorfpects of the two [)artits in this dread- 
ful conflict. Tho sii|iei'ior iiiiinbcrs and re- 
sources of the North wc look upon as certain 
in the end to prevail. But who can see tho 
resolution evinced by the >Soulh, the immense 
army it puts into the Held, and the tenneily 
with which it disputes every position, without 
feeling that the war is likely to drench the 
territories of the Union with" moi'c blood, yet 
hoping that some means may be devised to 
bring the unnatural conliict to a close ? The 
Dispatch, in a very strong article, calls upon 
tlie JE^owcrs of Europe to form a Congress, and 
in the voice of mankind implore the combat- 
ants to pause, and ciiti'cat them to cease IVoiu 
self-destruction." In an earlier number it 
says, speak inj; of the Amcriciau news, " Wu 
woit upon it, though in desperation, for the in- 
telligence of relief to mir [loor workii\g breth- 
eren in the north. But tho event of u cotton 
supply is no nearer, and can be no nearer for 
two years, haj)pcn what may." 

Our bachelor friends will be hapiiy to hear 
ol the eoiisignrncnt of tho lair se.>: for this 
oily. A letter in the Timiui from a lad}\ 
speaking of !"ieir departure from England in 
the Tyneniouth, says that it was the unani- 
mous opinion ol all who saw the girls that 
a finer set of women, physically and morally, 
never left those shores ; and sayj that if the 
Dukd of Newcastle would only provide a 
depot and ullicials for recciving"ihem, there I 
would be Bi.vty more sent out in August. ' 

The death of Earl Canning seoms to have 
called forth e.vpro88ionB of Uio deopost ro- 
gral, both in and om of Parliament. Tho 

loss of 80 eminent a slateamnn is regarded 



as a national enlainity. Born at Brnmptor 
in the year 1812, he was the thipd son of Ihi 
celebrated George Canning. Ha received 
his educiitinn at Christ Church, Oxford, and 
had fur college mate.s Gladstone, l)alh(uisie. 
and Kluin. tlaltiousio, (.'anniiig and Elgii 
graduated about the aanm time, and, strange 
to say, have each been sncccssiyely (Invor- 
nor of India. The first two of these (Gover- 
nors have fallen victirn8"1;p iho "deadly eli- 
inatt» of our Empire; but 'tis to bo hoped 
that fjiird KIgiii will he more furtuiiato than 
his collego compeers. Entering public liio 
in 1837, Ijord Canning, after ii long career 
of public usefulness, during whicli he oeeu- 
pieil several important posts, was sent out to 
India in 1835 as tho successor of Lord Dal- 
hou.sie. The year after ho reached the scene 
uf his labors tho groat mutiny broke out. 
'J'he mighty task of suppressing it and saving 
that vast empire fioin beiii.g lorti from tli.- 
British Crown devidvi'd upon liiiii, and nobly 
did ho meet it. How ho .succeeded, as if 
by a miracle, in retaining India when all 
was tlioughl to bo lost, is now niatier of his- 
tory to tho woiUI. Loul Canning arrived in 
Enghmd a few monllis ago for the benelit of 
his health anil repo.-e. I!nl the eil'ect of his 
arduous labors in a deadly climate broiiglil 
hiit-i to his grave. He leaves no one to per- 
petuate his name. 

Tho alarming stale of things in Russia at 
tho jiresont time is exciting a great deal of 
attention. It would seem as if tho Czar 
were imt fast enough in his reforms for his 
people. The progii^ss of liberal upiniona 
renders them impatient uf any. moderation 
of movement on the parhof tho gijy^fKtnent. 
Sec rej:^Jsdj^J((liij5 V are ./dliorgedj -\v lih' { ho' nu- 
merous 'iitccnt'liaiy fires that have lakon 
place over the wholu country. And il has 
been lound necessary to lako the most 
stringent measures I'ol their suppression. 

As was to lie oxpeeteil, the news of the 
partial and leinporary reverses of the French 
arms in Mu.vieo has had tho effect ol in- 
citing ,Ej;iin.c.O..,. to-, make preparations for a 
more oxtondud series of operations. Large 
armaments eonliiiue to bo giil ready, some 
of w liicli have al rcaily been embarked ami 
are on their way. tlenoral f'orey, who 
gained tho battle of Monlehello, in the 
.'Vuslro-llaliaii eainpaii;n of 18.)'.*, has been 
appointed Coiiimaniliir-in-Chief of the forces, 
! It is in view of the magnitmie of the expe- 
dition that the jealousy of the neighboring 
republic has been exclled and that Secretary 
Seward has sent in his rejtiunslrance to the 
Frenuh government on account of its pres- 
.01100 ill Ainorionn -iwators.' lu , ■ <■■■ >• 

"Tlio withdrawal of Spain from tho contest 
has provoked a good deal of discussion in the 
Cortes, the oi)positiiiii stigmatizing it as a 
disgrace to the Spanish nation. The (iovrnii- 
ment has oHieially annonnccd ihat it has de- 
termiued on progressively granting prmleut 
lel'orms until nil inconveniences have been 
removed, and tho Mfilher Country and Colonics 
aic. governed by idciiiical laws. Of the sev- 
enleeii charges iH'ought agaiiist I)r. Williams, 
in rclerciice to the " h'.ssays and rvuviews," Hr. 
l.'.ishington, in his judgment, has pronouiiecd 
one — thai which imputes a de:iial of juslilica- 
tior) by faith in Christ — as distinctly declareil

0avid W. Darling, the Alleged Mur- 
aerr<r of Three Men. before tho iPolioe 
Magistrate. 

Yesterday morning tho I'olico Court and 
the approaches leading liiuruto were crowded 
by a large and anxiuii* crowd of citizens, 
assembled to listen to the proceedings in the 
case of David VV. Darling, who stands 
charged with tho muriier and robbery of 
Lewin, Sokolosky, aud Reauchoir, near the 
Forks of Quesnelle River, on the 2Glh of 
July last. The prisoner, who is about five 
feet five inches in height, with slight but 
well-knit form, restless grey eyes, and fea- 
tures indicative of great self-possession ami 
strong will, stood in the duck as unuancerned, 
apparently, as the most disinterested spoo- 
lator in the room. 

Wiien the case was called. Superintend- 
ent Smith was sworn, and testified i^iiat from 
iidurmaiion received by tho police it woulil 
be proven that tho prisoner was seen in com- 
[jaiiy with the three men on the day of theii 
murder; that he was employed to carry 
their gold dasl.;: and.that.ho-was seen^to pass; 
along the trail alone/tiwo. or throe hours bo-: 
fore the murder.. , Mr. Smith nsked/fur a re- 
mand to enable him to brinr forward several 
neoossary witiVessuo. ' 

The magistrate asked Darling if he wished 
to make any stalemont — if so, that he must 
remember that, ajiylhing ho iiiiglr. say would 
be used in eviilenco against him. Darling 
replied that he was willing to rnako a state- 
ment and would stand bo it, fivo years or 
fifteen year's honue, and pruuoeded as fol- 
lows :

1 left \ViHiiims Creek between and l 
o'clock on Thursday at"terno;ii [i-llh July], 
iiiiil i:u!iio as far as Antler Crook that night, 
and stopped all night at Col. May's house.

Creek alone, and after descending tho moun- 
tain for 3 or -i miles I overhauled several 
men — tliree or four of them — soma packing 
gold dust — at least I suppone ii was dus?. 
One of them was a Fronohnmn [Ueanchief| 
and another was an old man packing blan- 
kets. Tho Frenchman was about my sir.e 
and liad a package, which 1 .supposed was 
gold dust, dune up in a gunny .■^ack. I 
traveled some little tlistanco with Ihem when 
a sandy-comiilexioned ni.Mi (Lewin] — a jew 
I suppose — oil'erod me SlTi to carry liis dust, 
whicli Was in saddle-bags, to llie Forks of^ 
liuesnelle. 1 tuUl him I would do it, and I 
carried the bags lor him to the nioutli of 
Keithley Greek and delivered tliem to him. 
Next morning [the ilay of the murder] 1 got 
lip about o'clock, eat my broakfa.>t and 
wont to Beaver Lake alone in one day ; 
from Bcavoi- Lake, on Sunduy, 1 went in 
Williams Lake, and the folio wii.g day to 
Alkali L.ike. From Alkali Lake 1 weiit to 
15ig Bar Creek, in two days, traveling awhilo 
in Ihc night, and ftoivi tlysneo 1 went to 
Leon's. From Leon's I rciiclied Lillooel 
Flat and slopped on the opposite side 
ol the river all iii::hi. 1 would wish here 
to correct myself with, regard to the two 
days' travel. 1 traveled from Alkali Creek 
to within eight miles of Big Bar Creek in 
one day. On tho fdl.r.viug"' day, to Leon's, 
aiLd on tho next to Lillooel, and on the fol- 
lowing day 1 ero.s.sud one lake and slept in u ^ 
barn tour miles fruin the iiorln^'c or ."Itani- j 
boat landing. Tho next iiighl 1 came to 1 
Pemberton. but 1 don't remembei whether I | 
look the steamboat that night or not. -I 
traveled hard, and don't remember. From 
Pemberton I came across one latge lake and 
one Sfnall one, and next day "l took the 
stage to Dougla.i, where I staid over night, 
and left there on the following day, and r.r- 
rived at Queensboro' [New VVoslminster] the 
following morning. I have nothing more to 
say, I believe. 

I'ho prisoner then signed his .itaiomciit, 
and said he would like to call on the old 
gentleman (Mr. Cavanagh) to prove that 
what he said with regard to packing the dust 
was true. Mr.iCavanagh, it appears,' is'the 
old man described in the prisoner's state- 
ment as packing blankets. 

The rnngistrale said evidence of thai nature 
would be premature at pre.ient, but that if 
the prisoner could furnish proper socuiity, he 
would be liberated on bail. 

Darling replied that lliero were many men 
in court who kiiew all about his characli;r ; 
but ho was aliaid lhal he could iiol get bail, 
and would have to go to jail, flu wool 1 pre- 
fer that the examination shrmld come oil at 
once, for fear that the witnesses would leave 
town. He also added that he wanted Arlr. 
Sloele, for whom he had worked, as a wfl- 

UUSn. 

.Mr. Strcle .=aiil he would be in town in three 
duys, and the magistrate declined to hear any 
evidence at present. 

Darling — Say, look-a here. Judge, how about 
the old man I want him as a witr4Csi', too. 

.Magistrate— He shall bo taken care of. 

Darling — Well, 1 suppcsc I'll have to go 10 
prison for throe days. Put, Judge, there's 
one thing I wish ymi'd do. 

Magistrate— What's that; 

Darling — Why, I've been kept hero on dry 
bread and no sugar in my coRcc. I hope, in 
Intm c, that I >hari be better fed, till I'm proved 
guilty -l don't think it's right to Iced me so 
poorly till I am. 

The magistralc advised the prisoner to make 
application to the jiropcr (pnirter, and his 
wants would, no doubt, be aticnded to. 

Darling was thou removed to one of the 
brick cells. He was formei ly eaplain of the 
sloop Black- Hawk-, plying between this port 
and .San .1 iniii Ishiud.
